IN THEIR LITTLE GAME 


To Secure the Release of Jones and 
Wheeler 


BY WIRING THAT WRONG MEN 


Had Been Arrested and That Ritht 
Parties Would Come on and 
‘Surrender. 


Savannah, Ga., Mareh 11.—(Special.)— 
It begins to look as if some of the al- 
leged comspirators in the now famous D. 
A, Tyson case are trying to ‘‘play games’’ 
with the United States court—a rather 
dangerous piece of. business. Either that 
is the case or there have been some er- 
rors on the part of the marsha] and his 
deputies. 

A. L. Wheeler, alias J. S. Wheeler, 
whose name and description answer to 
those of one of the parties indicted with 
Tyson for conspiracy to defraud by the 
use of the mails, was arrested near Al- 
bany and brcught before the court, as 
wired The Constitution. Wheeler claim- 
ed he was not the man wanted, and had 
had nothing to do with Tyson in years, 
but failing to make bond in the sum of 
$1,500, he languishes in jail. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. F. M. Oliver, 
who, with Judge H. D. D. Twiggs, repre- 
sent the alleged conspirators, informed 
District Attorney Erwin that he had the 
wrong Wheeler. He said he had just re- 
ceived a telegram from D. A. Tyson in- 
forming him that the real bona fide J. 8. 
Wheeler would be down last night pre- 
pared to sign bond. Mr. Erwin was of 
ths opinion that he had the right man, 
but had ne objection to taking in another 
Wheeler. Up to date, however, the al- 
leged ‘‘bona fide’’ Wheeler has not made 
his appearance, and the marshuii is still 
hunting for him. 

A repetition practically sof this inci- 
dent took place also yesterday in connec- 
tion with the same case. W. Ju. Jones, 
one of the alieged conspirators, was ar- 
rested by the marshal. He declared he 
was not the Jones wanted, and that he 
did not kKnow~- Tyson. A telegram als) 
came from Tyson saying the true W. L. 
Jones would come :n and surrender, but 
in -his instaaice, as in the other, no other 
Jones has come forth. 

The case comes vp for trial Monday. 
There are thirteen deferdants. So far 
eleven of them are either under bond or 
in jail, and it is expected the others will 
be caught by that time., The marshal has 
been warned by the court to have them 
all on hand. Tyson and his conferes are 
Charged with operating an extensive 
scheme to defraud Iby the use of the mails. 
They live at points on the Central and 
Georgia and Alabama railroads, in the 
southeastern section of the state. They 
are 
sanqs of de'lars woith of goods from par- 
ties In cities all the way from New York 
to New Orleans for whicn they have 
never paid and for which they never in- 
tended to pay. Tyson was indicted before 
on a similar charge, as were also several 
of those who now appear with him as 
defendants, but for some reason the case 
was never brought to trial. There have 
been frequent complaints by merchants 
in Atlanta, Augusta, Macon, Savannah 
and other points in the state, as iwell as 
outside of the shipment of goods on seem- 
irgly plausible orders for which no pay- 
ment Was ever made. The district at- 
torney has summoned about seventy-five 
witnesses, and says he will show that the 
business done by these defendants has not 
been a tegitimate one. | 

D. A. Tyson is in jail. It developed to- 
day that Tyson had given a straw ‘bond, 
the amount being $2,500. He was ordered 
rearrested Dy the court, and directed to 
make a ney bond. This he was unable to 
do, and he was sent to jail. Tyson is the 
president and owner of the Tyson Tele- 
phone Company, which operates long Cis- 
tance lines between many points in this 
section. It is alleged that he secured 
many of his telephone materials by the 
fraudulent use of the mails, on whien 
charges he now stands indicted in the 
United States court.

at Fort Screven on Tybee island, battery

The pow- 
der. secured by the act was sent to the 
revolutionary forces at Cambridge, Mass., 
and formed a part of the slender supply 
with which Prescott, Putnam and the 
other patriots fought the British on pan 
ker hill. 


the revolutionary army in 179% President 
Washington appointed Colonel Habersham 
postmaster general in his cabinet, a po- 
sition he also filled during the term of 
the elder Adams. When Thomas Jeffersoa 
became president, he tendered the post- 
master general the position of treasurer 
of the United States. Colonel Habersham 
needed no stronger hint, and resigned his 
portfolio, of course declining the tendered 
treasurership. It is said that in this deli- 
cately managed removal of Colonel Hab- 
ersham by President Jefferson rests the 
first illustration of the adage that ‘‘to 
the victor belongs the spoils.”’ 

Upon leaving official office, Colonel Hab- 
ersham’ returned to Savannah, where he 
sought in commercial business to repair 
his fortune. which had not stood up very 
bravely under the stress of warfare. In 
1802 he became president of the branch 
bank of the United States in Savannah, a 
position he retained until his death, on 
November 17, 1815, in the sixty-sixth year 
of his age. ss

For the nomination for governor there 
are four avowed candidates—ex-United 
States District Attorney Aycock, of Golds- 
boro; State Senator Justice, of Ruther- 
ford county; Colonel John S. Cunning- 
ham, of Person county, the largest to- 
bacco planter in the state, and Attorney 
General Davidson,: of Asheville. The 
friends of the first named gentleman pro- 
fess to believe, and so declare, that he 
will be an easy wWiuner, and the chances 
now seem to favor his nomination, but 
the other candidates each have active 
and enthusiastic supporters, and will put 
up a good fight for the much coveted 
prize. There will be spirited contests 
for the other places on the state ticket, 


nation for governor, 
The April convention will undoubtedly 


indorse Hon. William J. Bryan, and a 
solid Bryan delegation will be sent to 


Kansas City to the national party gath- 
ering. His majority in this state in 1896 
was just a little less than 20,000. and the

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The relation between divinity and hu- 
manity is clese. It was so in the begin- 
ning, when God created man in His own 
image, and found satisfaction in daily com- 
him, But this relation was 
It marred the image of 
and excluded him from 
sence of God. This interruption 
was only temporary, however, for what 
God has joined together cannot be put 
asunder, He had united divinity and hu- 
manity in holy wedlock, and nothing 
could ever permanently divorce them. AS 
husband and wife may be forced apart 
for atime, but will afterwards unite 
more closely and firmly than before, so 
divinity and humanity, once separated 
by sin, were destined to be reunited in a 
relation more close and enduring than the 
first. This reunion took place when the 
word was made flesh, and it will endure 
as long as He shall be what He is and 
Hie is the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever. The Christ who is now in heaven is 
the same Christ who was cradled ina 
manger and crucified on a cross, The

One purpose of the incarnation was to 
give men a fuller revelation than they 
had received in nature and in the Old 
Testament, We do not realize how 
much of our Knowledge of spiritual 
things is derived from Christ. We 
are like men standing in the blazing 
light of the sun. They have become so ac- 
customed to it that they do not realize 
that the sun is the source of it till they 
take their stand in the early dawn, and 
observe the’changes which take place in 
the visibility of objects about them as 
the sun rises. We know that Christ is the 
Light of the Wozld, but we do not realize 
that He is until, by the power of imagina- 
lion, We Stand in the dawn of revelation, 
and observe the changes in the clearness 
of objects about us in the spiritual world 
as its Sun rises. Let us put ourselves into 
this position, that we may realize more 
fully that-Christ, as the Sun of the spir- 
itual worid, is the source of) its light.

The 
measure, therefore, of God’s love for the 
world is His love for His Son. And who 
Shall say how great this love is? Great, 
however, as it is, His love for the world 
was greater, If it had not been, He would 
never have sacrificed Him for its salva- 
tion. What a wondrous revelation of God’s 
love is this! 

The second truth which ts revealed by 
the appearance of Christ is the wideness 
of God's grace. In the 
Anti-Libanus is a river which 
through a deep and narrow ravine. 
precipitous cliffs on either side 
ren, but at the bottom of the 
on either side of the stream. igs 
thread of rich verdure. This ravine fin- 
ally opens into a broad and verdant plain. 
Wile the river flows through the moun- 
tains it gives its moisiture to the narrow 
strip of soil only which borders its edge, 
but when it reaches the plain it gives it 
every morning a baptism of dew which 
causes the grass to spring and the flow- 
ers to bloom. It is so with the river of 
life, ‘For a long time it was confined by 
the walls of Judaism to a narrow chan- 
nel, and -bestowed its blessings upon a 
small part of the race’only, leaving the 
great cliffs of humanity on either side of 
it dry and sterile. But as it flowed on 
through the world, it issued from the 
narrow ravine of Judaism into the broad 
plain of Christianity, where it is blessing, 
with its live-giving waters, all the face 
of the eanth, Christ did not cause 
expansion to be made, He only declared 
it after it had been made, 
timation that He gave of it was the bles- 
Sing which He bestowed on the Syro- 
Phenician woman, This blessing was a 
prophecy of the greater blessing which 
He was to bestow upon the whole gentile 
world, But Christ did Much More than 
give an intimation that a great expansion 
in God’s grace was about to be made. 
He stated it in language that was so ex- 
plicit that no one could fail to under- 
stand Him, when He commanded His 
disciples to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature. And 
When they delayed undertaking this 
work, He sent Saul of Tarsus to perform 
it, forbidding him to labor among his 
Own people, and requiring him to devote 
himself to the evangelization of the gen- 
tiles. 

The third fact which is revealed by the 
Advent of Christ is the immortality of 
Man. “If a man die shall he live again?’ 
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flows 
The

ig a question which men had been asking, 


but to which they had received no satis- 
factory answer. ‘They had followed the 
60uls of men down the hill of life into 
the valley of the shadow of death, and, 
Blanding upon the shore, had listened for 
60mMe sound from the other side which 
Would assure them that they had not 
been lost in the transit. But it was all 
in vain; no sound ever came. All was 
@S quiet as the grave. Finally Jesus 
came down the hill into the dark valley 
and stepped into the cold stream of 
death. He soon reached the other shore, 
and those who were standing on _ this 
heard His saying: “I am He that was 
dead, and behold I am alive forevermore, 
and have the- keys of hell and of death.”’ 
Death is, therefore, not the end of life. 
It is only an event in life which, for the 
Christian, constitutes the transition from 
& lower to a higher form of existence. 
There are streams which flow on clear 
and beautiful till they reach a subterran- 
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complete, it was also universal. The 
humanity of other men is limited by race. 
In Christ, however, was neither Greek 
nor Jew, barbarian nor Scythian. He 
was not the son of a Jew, but of the race; 
He was not the son of a man, but of man. 
The universality of His humanity swal- 
lowed up all racial distinctions, and He 
stands forth as the one man who has all 
the essential characteristics of every 
race without possessing the distinctive 
traits of any. It is said that on account 
of the unigue topography of Palestine 
one from almost any country in the world 
will find something there that is vernacu- 


lost forever; but farther on in their course 
they emerge from. their underground 
channel, and flow on as clear and beauti- 
ful as before into the ocean. So it is 
with the Hives of Christians. In their 
progress through the world they reach 
the grave and sink out of sight. But 
they are not lost. They will come forth 
again, and continue’ thelr progress 
through the ages. 


Another purpose of tne incarnation was 


to make it posstble for the Son of God 
to suffer. He could not suffer in His di- 
Vine nature. It was, therefore, negessary 
for Him to become man, Poets and paint- 
ers have expended their genius in efforts 


to portray the sufferings of Christ, but in / 


vain. Those sufferings were too great to 
be told in words, or to be painted on can- 
vas. While we can give no adequate ex- 
pression to them, there are two facts in 
regard to Cnrist which show that thev 
must have been very great. “The first is 


re ee ener 


lar to him. The Icelander will find the 
‘snows of the Arctics, the Brazilian the 
flower and fruits of the tropics, and the 
European the cereals and the forests of 
his latitude. So it is with Christ. His 
humanity is so unique that every man, 
whatever his nationality, finds in’. Him all 
that is purest and best in his own race. 
This touch of nature makes the whole 
world kin.to Him. 

|- Another limitation upon our humanity Is 
| sex. Men possess the masculine, women 
| the feminine nature. .Neither alone con- 
stitute humanity, but both together. In 
' Christ there was neither male nor female. 
i He possessed the masculine nature, but 
it was not to the exclusion of the femi- 
'nine. If He was manly, He was also 
womanly. If He had all the strength of 
aman, He had alsoall the weakness of a 
woman. If He had all the hardness of 
heart of a.-man, He had also all the 
tenderness of heart of a woman. If He 
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His knowledge of the future. He knew 
what was in store ror him, and ofien 
spoke to his disciples about it. He liter- 
ally walked in the valley of the shadow 
of death. Only once did He climb the 
mount of transfiguration, as if to assure 
Himself that beyond the clouds the sun 
was still shining. It is a fact in human 
nature that our sufferings are increased 
by a knowledge of them beforehand. They 
are not made greater in their intensity, 
but in the period of their duration. The 
sufferings of Gethsemane and the agonles 
of Calvary were not Hmited to the brief 
time that Jesus lay on the ground or 
hung on the cross, They extended over 
His whole life. The other fact which aug- 
mented tthe sufferings of Christ was the 
fineness of His nature. The aeolian harp 
is the most delicate of musical instru- 
ments. The gentlest breeze vibrates 
strings, and makes them moan as though 
they were in pain. This is illustrated by 
an incident in the life of some friends of 
mine who were spending several years 
abroad. They visited, on one occasion, an 
old and deserted castle. As they wander- 
ed through its lonely halls they heard a 
low and mournful sound which was in 
harmony with the solitude of the place. 
They searched for the source of these 
moans, and found:it in an aeolion 
which some one had placed in an 
window of the castle. As the soft

This 
fineness of nature made Him more sus- 
ceptible to pain than He would have been 
had He had a coarse nature like ours. 
His tender flesh quivered with pain as the 
nails were driven into His hands and 
feet, and His noble sou] suffered deeply 
from a sense of humiliation as He hung

Still another purpose of the incarnation 
was to make communion between God and 
men possible. The desire Cf God for com- 
munion with men is taught in the Bibie. 
“Behold I stand at the door and knock. 
If any men hear my voice and open the 
door, I will come jn ‘o him and sup with 
him, and he with me.’ This is 
a declaration of (;Ood's desire 
munion with men as “ould be expressed 
in language, but it is not the onlv 
dence that there is in the Bible of this de- 
sire.

The fact which made an incarnation of 
some kind necessary to communion at all 
between God and men made it necessary 
that the incarnation should be complete. 
If Christ has assumed only a part of our 
nature, our communion with Him would 
have been incomplete to an extent that 
would have been commensurate with the 
incompleteness of His incarnation. Com- 
plete communion between God and men 
demanded a complete incarnation of God. 
This is what Christ’s incarnation was, 
There is not an element in human nature 
which is essential to it that He did not 


possess. 
But Christ’s humanity was not only |
